Thousands of names 
have already 
been signed in Adams and York coun­ 
ties to the petitions 
asking to 
have 
toll roads eliminated 
arid 
not 
only 
this, but subscription# and cash con­ 
tributions are coming in most encour- 
agii cly. 
To date IHS petitions are in 
circulation, together wth ninety sub­ 
scription books. 
The 
committee

charge will meet this week 
to
